dent Truman said last night the 
casualties in Korea, severe as they 
may be, are “but.one small drop 
in the bucket” compared to the 
destruction that would be accom- 
plished by “one of those horrible 
bombs .of which we talk so much.” 

He thus sought to contrast the 


effects of the present limited war 
in Korea to what might happen 
if the war should be extended in 
the manner advocated by some 
Republican critics of the Admin- 
istration’s Far East policy. 

There were suggestions of gen- 
uine revulsion in Truman's voice 
as he mentioned the “horrible 
bomb.” He told some 700 per- 
sons attending an Armed. Forces 
day dinner: 

“I hope every one of you will 
go home and get down on your 
knees and pray that the men 
fighting and dying in Korea shall 
not die in vain.” 

On Emotional Plane. 

The President's brief address, 
which was carried to Korea and 
Japan by Voice of America trans- 
mitters, was on a somewhat emo- 
tional plane. He appeared exas- 
perated by what he described 
earlier in the week as an effort 
by some Republicans to destroy 
the foreign policy of the United 
States.

“Clear Medical Recor 

The railroad, however, said that 
Yentzer was last examined on 
April 19, 1951, and the examina- 
tion showed “a clear medical rec- 
ord.” The railroad said he was 
in excellent physical condition 
and nothing extraordinary had 
been found in the examination. 

Dr. Clark said it takes from 
eight months to a year for a cat- 
aract to form and the engineer 
must have had the condition be- 
fore the wreck. 

“I examined the eye very. care- 
fully,” the doctor said. “I had 
him look at.my finger. He looked 
at it with his left eye. Ithen 
looked in the right eye with a 
lamp to get a pupillary reflex.” 

“There was no reflex because 
of a cataract.” Dr. Clark stated.

The extreme situation which 
Washington now hopes will not 
arise might develop if Iranian 
popular excitement over the oil 
nationalization issue led to riot- 
ing in which British lives were 
lost.

The Rus- 
sian then might put their own 
forces inte Iran, contending that 
such action was warranted by 
their treaty arrangements. 

The possibility that Iran could 
thus become a new center of seri- 
ous conflict with the Soviet 
Union apparently is among the 
reasons why the United States 
hopes to bring about peaceful 
and friendly settlement between 
Iran and Britain.

“In our talks with the British

ST. LOUIS MUST CHOOSE 


Charges that a small group of 
shori-sighted persons are attempt- 
ing to deceive property owners 
coneerning the proposed $17,230,- 
000 St. Louis scnool bond issue 
which will be resrbmitted June 5 
were made last night by Will L.. 
Schwehr, president of the Board 
of Education. 

“They are trying to cloud the 
issue,” Schwehr declared, “by 
saying taxes already are high 
enough, that approval of the bond 
issue will place an’ unbearable 
burden on property owners and 
that our emergency school ‘con- 
struction can wait. They are 
wrong on all counts.” 

Sneaking before the Baden 
School Patrons’ Association at 
the school, 8724 Hall’s Ferry road, 
Schwehr reported that St. Louis 
school taxes are extremely low 
and that the system’s bonded in- 
debtedness is the lowest of any 
large city in the United States.

Parents were urged today to 
‘see that their children have been 


| immunized against diphtheria, 


whooping cough and tetanus, since 
such action may prevent an epi- 
demic of those diseases in the 
event of atomic or other disaster. 


Dr. J. Earl Smith, city health 
commissioner, said there have 
been 10 cases of diphtheria re- 
ported in St. Louis so far this 
year, as against only five all last 
year. Parents should consult their 
family physician about preventive 
measures, he said. The health di- 
vision maintains an immunization 
clinje in the Municipal Courts 
building for those who cannct 
|afford to pay for such service. 

Diphtheria is a preventable 
disease against which every child 
should be protected during the 
first year.of life, Dr. Smith re- 
ported. Use of the _ so-called 
“triple vaccine,” which immu- 
nizes against diphtheria, whoop- 
|ing cough and tetanus, is the 
practice among pediatricians and 
‘health departments, he said. 

“This serum should be given 
as early as possible, preferably 
after the second month of life,” 
he said. “A ‘booster’ dose when 
the child enters kindergarten and 
again when he is 10 years old 
is advised.”

The entire educational pro- 
gram is cramped and restricted. 

“This is true to an acute de- 
gree in the Negro school areas, 
but it also applies to many white 
schools and the problems of one 
interlock with those of the other. 

“It has been necessary, for ex- 
ample, to convert a number of 
white schools for the use of Ne- 
gro pupils. In many cases this 
has made it necessary for white 
children to travel long distances 
over dangerous street crossings to 
reach schools far from. their 
homes. This also¢ is true of large 
numbers of Negro children. 

“The only solution is to pro- 
vide adequate school buildings 
in the areas where the children 
of both races may be adequately 
housed.” 

Schwehr pointed out that the 
building problem has been grow- 
ing for years. St. Louis has not 
spent any large sums for public 
school construction since it ap- 
proved the 1934 bond issue, More 
than one third of the system's 
buildings are more than 50 years 
old and are not suitable to mod- 
ern educational needs—‘“indeed, 
some of them are pot entirely 
safe because of their narrow 
stairs and corridors,” he said.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch : 


, Last year when newspapers, hotels 
and boat houses in Washington, Oregon 
and Maryland, who were operating fish- 
ing lotteries to boost their tourist trade, 
wanted their promotion’ matter to go 
through the mails, the Post Office De- 
partment refused. This made some of 
‘the promoters sore. As a result, they 
put through Congress a bill to exempt 
fishing “contests” from. the operation 
of. the federal lottery laws. 

I begged the President to veto the 
bill. I assigned several grounds, one of 
which was that the bill, if enacted into 
federal law, would encourage the set- 
ting up of fishing lotteries in violation 
of state laws. One place I had in mind 
was the Lake of the Ozarks. But the 
bill was signed. 

The expected has now occurred. A 
Morgan county club has proposed a 
fishing “contest” for the Lake of the 
Ozarks. But Attorney General Taylor 
and_ Assistant Attorney General Hugh 
P. Williamson have given an official 
opinion to the effect that the scheme 
contains the elements of prize and 
chance, and would therefore violate the 
lottery laws of Missouri. 

You may fool the United States Sen- 
ate, the House and the President with a 
mixed chance fishing lottery labeled 
“contest,” but “fisherman’s luck” is still 
a known fact in the, “Show-Me” State, 
and you cannot fool the office of Mis- 
souri’s Attorney General with a lottery 
packaged as a “contest.”

Foreign Secretary Morrison brought his Gov- 
ernment closer to the American position on 
Formosa ‘by déclaring that it would be “prema- 
ture” to consider the future of that tsland 
“while operations continue in Korea.” He also 
came somewhat closer to the American posi- 
tion on the admission of Red China to the 
United Nations. And for the opposition, Winston 
Churchill said that Britain’s coficiliatory policy 
toward China had paid few dividends, and that 
“no minor matters should be allowed to stand 
in the way of the fullest, closest intimacy, 
accord and association with the United States.” 

All this might be shrugged off as mere oppor- 
tunism were the United States not just about as 
dependent in a good many ways on Britain 
as Britain is on the United States. So, the 
hridge between the two must be guarded at 
both ends. The MacArthurites’ eagerness for 
a general war in Asia with all too little concern 
for Europe was distressing to the British. 

So has been our grabbing of raw materials 
with resulting increases in costs which threaten 
to cancel the benefits of the Marshall plan. Also 
disturbing in London is Washington’s failure to 
give strong support to the British in the Persian 
oil crisis. Thus The Economist exclaims: 


If the Americans hesitate to give their 
support because they are dissatisfied with 
the nature and degree of the assistance they 
have received in the Far East, the answer 
is that about half as much assistance from 
‘them in the Middle East—the diplomatic 
support without even token forces—would 
transform the position. 


We have our extremists in the United States, 
and Great Britain has its Bevans and Wilsons. 
The official positions of the two governments, 
however, are about as close as they have been 
in a long time. An attempt to understand each 
other’s problems is the best antidote to the 
emotional exploitation of differences, real or 
imagined. There is nothing more important. 
Without solid British-American co-operation both 
nations indeed face the extinguishing of their 
freedom, and the world faces an age of darkness. 
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_ New Step in the Knauff Case 


The exclusion order directed against Mrs. El- 
len Knauff by a special board of inquiry now 
has been affirmed by the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration. This German-born wife of a G.I. may 
next carry her case to the Board of Immigration 
Appeals. If the board turns her down, she can 
go to the courts. 

One of the difficulties presented by this and 
similar immigration cases arises from the fact 
that non-citizens have no legal right to admit- 
tance to the United States. This is a privilege 
which may be granted or withheld. And when 
it is withheld because of charges made against 
an individual, it is up to that person to prove 
the charges false. 

This, of course, reverses the principle of hold- 
ing a person to be innocent until proved guilty. 
It means that a person in Mrs. Knauff’s posi- 
tion must prove a negative. In her case, she 
must prove that she did not furnish information 
to the Czechs in 1947. It will be interesting to 
see what evidence the appeals board or the 
courts may require in support of her denial. 

The major objective in the long’ drawn-out 
Knauff case, however, has been achieved. The 
immigration authorities were stopped in their 
attempt to ship her back to Germany without 
a hearing. She is having her day in court. And 
it is to be hoped that strict justice will be done. 
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Why an Air Raid Test, Anyhow? 

When the city’s civil defense office conducts 
an air raid test in mid-summer, as Director Ray- 
mond Tucker has announced it means to do, its 
success will depend more on widespread public 
recognition of the need for it than on any other 
one thing. 

Last December, when state-wide raid tests 
were held, a young woman on the street in 
Jefferson City, asked what she was doing in 
an air raid warning, retorted, “What dir raid?” 
In Kansas City few motorists stépped for the 
warning and more were engrossed in the ‘Air 
Force and Navy planes simulgting the raid. 

If similarly unrealistic attitudes prevailed dur- 
ing an actual air raid, Missouri cities would be 
what civil defense officials have warned all 
cities will be unless their people are prepared 
to take care of themselves—death traps. 

“What is the need of an air raid warning, 
anyhow?”

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No Income Tax Repeal 

If State Representative Howard Elliott is cor- 
rect, Missouri is suffering from the delightful 
and enviable embarrassment of having more. 
money than it knows what to do with. So he 
has proposed reducing the state’s income, to the 
tune of some $22,000,000 a year, by repealing 
the State income tax. 

There are few things which would please us, 
like Mr. Elliott and all other taxpayers, as much 
as paying less money to the tax collector. But 
there are some mighty cogent arguments that 
can be made for retaining the tax, and turning 
back the revenue from it to local governments, 
or using the revenue to build and maintain a 
State medical school, for example. 

And even accepting Mr. Elliott’s contention 
that Missouri is that rare bird with too much 
income, it would seem that the tax cut should 
be made in the sales tax, rather than the income 
tax. : 

If food and clothing were to be exempted 
from the sales levy, the revenue loss would be 
just about the same as that achieved by repeal- 
ing the income tax. Collections from those 
sources last year were $18,150,000 for food, and 
$3,990,000 for clothing. Removing the sales tax 
from fdod and clothing certainly would be a 
lot fairer than eliminating the income tax, for 
the sales tax bears far less relation to the obvi- 
ously desirable principle of ability to pay. 

Cutting the tax burden imposed by the State 
should receive clos © «  ‘ideration in these 
financially straitened i. . 
it should be the sales tax, and not one of the 
more soundly-based levies, which is reduced. 
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A Brilliant Young Soldier 


If any one. individual achievement were to be 
singled out for special notice in connection

Nine in Place of 29 


Ten members of the Illinois Senate have intro- 
duced a bill which merits immediately the sym- 
pathetic study of all other members of the 
Legislature at Springfield. 

This is the bill to estabish a single board 

of higher education to take the place of the 
three boards which now administer six educa- 
tional institutions. Two of these institutions have 
boards of their own—the University of Illinois 
at Urbana and Southern Illinois University at 
Carbondale. A third board administers Illinois 
State Normal University at Bloomington and the 
three state teachers’ colleges at Macomb, De- 
Kalb and Charleston. 
Two years ago we said a good word for the 
creation of a board for Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity. This was in recognition of the need 
to provide for state education in Southern IIli- 
nois more adequately than had been done under 
the old teachers training school board system. 
The break was justified as progress shows. 

However there is now grave danger that IIli- 
nois will be put to needless expense if its edu- 
cational plan is not co-ordinated in terms of 
the needs of the state as a whole. Certainly 
educational appropriations should not be hit 
or miss or dependent on which university or col- 
lege administration is the more skilled at legis- 
lative relations. | 

Illinois is a large, populous state and ft is 
only reasonable that there should be public uni- 
versity facilities in Chicago, in the central area 
and deep in the lower third of state. The way 
of wisdom is to fit these together so they sup- 
plement one another and duplicate as little as 
possible. 

A nine-member appointive board, lifted out 
of politics, should meet the university needs 
of Illinois far better than 29 members, some 
elected and some appointed. This co-ordination 
will necessarily take plate some time. Its non- 
partisan character is demonstrated by the fact 
that five Republicans and five Democrats sup- 
port Gov. Stevenson in introducing the bill.

“More than half the callers in my office 
in the last two months have asked me two 
questions: What--has caused the much 
needed highway legislation to bog down? 
Who is running the state of Missouri—the 
people, or the selfish interests? 

Each day’s delay increases the growing 
need for rewriting the present antiquated, 
ambiguous and outmoded bus and truck 
laws. We have now come to the time 
when we must stand 
up and be counted 
on this issue. 

Before this Legis- 
lature convened, I re- 
quested representa- 
tives from the State 
Highway Depart- 
ment, the Public 
Service Commission 
and the Sfate High- 
way Patrol to meet 
and draft a bill or 
bills that would be 
fair to both the state 
and the opened of 
dustry of ® uri. fol 
I knew of no other ~~ 
departments better qualified by training 
and experience than these, since the regu- 
lation and enforcement of these laws are 
their responsibility. ) 

Briefly, this proposed legislation would 
provide funds to enable the State Highway 
Department to maintain and extend our 
present major highway system, more than 
half of which is between 20 and 25 years 
of age. Those highways were not built to 
withstand the tremendous pounding they 
get today from the big heavy trucks. 


Motorists Pay Toe Much 


Furthermore, this program was designed 
to equalize fairly and proportionately the 
cost of our highway program between those 
classes of vehicles using the roads. As 
our laws now stand, the passenger car op- 
erator is paying on the ton-mile rate basis 
four times as much as is being paid by 
the truck operator toward our highways. 

I am confident that you members of 
this General Assembly are fully cognizant 
of what has been happening. Our road 
maintenance costs have been increasing 
with the result that the amount available 
for construction has been decreasing. The 
rest of the highways of Missouri are de- 


_teriorating correspondingly. 


The people of Missouri.expect the mem- 
bers of this Legislature to provide the 
much needed additional revenue for our 
highways. The people also expect you to 
rewrite the bus and truck law so as to 
make the huge boxcar trucks that are fast 
pounding our highways to pieces pay their 
proportionate cost of both maintenance 
and new construction. 


Destroying Our Highways 


The new well established Maryland tests’ 
have proven conclusively that the larger 
the truck and the heavier the load, the 
greater the damage to the highway surface, 
We don’t need to go to Maryland to have 
those facts brought home to us. We have 
our own example here to prove that the 
heavy trucks are destroying our highways.

highways were new, the number of passen- 
ger cars today has increased 40 per cent. 
The number of trucks, however, has in- 
creased 165 per. cent—or more than four 
times as much as the passenger cars. 

The weights of these trucks have gone 
up in proportign to the increase in the 
number of trucks. In 1942, three out of 
every 1000 tractor-truck combinations had 
a gross weight of 40,000 pounds or more. 
In 1950, only last year. there were 321 out 
of every 1000 trucks of this type carrying 
a gross weight of 40,000 pounds or more. 

Without our great highway system, 
which was built with bond money, today’s 
great army of trucks would not have been 
able to establish the highly lucrative and 
profitable business they ncw enjoy. Neith- 
er would we have an active truck lobby 
working hard in our legislative corridors to 
retard Missouri’s march of progress.

Truck Weight: 44 Tons 


Too many truck owners are disregarding 
our weight laws thereby damaging ~ and 
destroying our highways. As proof of this 
assertion the State Highway. Patrol made 
2398 arrests for overweight trucks during 
the first four months of this year. Only 
two months ago the patrol stopped a truck 
at Mexico, Mo., carrying an overweight of 
34,275 pounds.. The legal load for that 
truck was 54,425 pounds. When weighed 
by the patrol the truck weight totaled 88,- 
700 pounds or more than 44 tons. . 

The people of the state demand that 
profit be taken out of these law violating 
overloads. ? 

I can think of no ‘greater memorial to 
two of your very own members—one from 
the House and one from the Senate, both 
victims of highway actidents—than to pass 
this much needed legislation. As members 
of the Legislature, could you be shirking 
your duty as a sworn official by failing 
or refusing to enact needed legislation 
looking toward safer driving for all. mo- 
torists traveling in Missouri?

The Forces on Our Side 


THE WAY OF THE FREE. by Stefan Osusky. (E P. 
Dutton & Co., 320 pgs., $3.75).

A-bomb spy trials, anti-Americanism 
in Europe and Asia, parades honoring a 
general relieved of his command—they 
all fit into the complex pattern of the 
East-West struggle. It is a _ struggle 
that, in genesis, antedates the Bolshevik 
Revolution of 1917 and the Communist 
Manifesto of 1848. De Tocqueville in the 
Eighteen Thirties foresaw the emergence 
of the United States and Russia as the 
world’s two dominant powers. 

In “The Way of the Free” Stefan Osusky 
analyzes the long-range historical proc- 
esses by which American and Russian civi- 
lizations have evolved, compares the na- 
tional mentalities of the two powers, and 
presents us with a blueprint for survival. 

~ Former Czechoslo- 
' vak Minister to 
Great Britain and 
France, Mr. Osusky, 
is a veteran fighter 
against totalitarian- 
ism. At the Czecho- 
slovak legation in 
Paris, when World 
War II broke, this 
reviewer saw men 
signing up for serv- 
ice in the anti-Hitler 
contingents that Mr. 
Osusky was. organiz- 
ing. The Czech states- 
taf man’s courageous 
— leadership made him , 
anathema to both Hitler and Stalin for 
that was the era of the Nazi-Soviet deal. 
He ‘is still working in the cause of free- 
dom. 2 

Mr. Osusky believes that the West can 
survive despite the fact that. “Soviet Rus- 
sia, with the boundless reso.irces she has 
at her command, is out to crush Western 
civilization.” He sees in the Russian popu- 
lace and in the tens of millions of Iron 
Curtain people potential allies against the 
Kremlin. He interprets Tito’s defection as 
a sign that the Yugoslav dictator “no 
longer believes in a Red victory in 
Europe.” 

From long observation and study of 
Russia, the author is convinced that Stalin- 
ist imperialism runs counter to the feelings 
of the Russian people. The October Revo- 
lution was not the product of the Marxian 
law, but an opportunists’ political move- 
ment borrowed from the technique of 
Marx’s rival, Bakunin. Marx himself 
dreaded a revolution of the Bakunin type 
no less than czarism. 

In today’s exhausted, discouraged West- 
ern Europe, “neutralism” has made con- 
siderable headway, especially among in- 
tellectuals and Protestant leaders. Since 
the real quarrel is between Moscow and 
Washington, the neutralists argue, the rest 
of the world should stand aside and let 
the two materialistic titans destroy each 


er. 
And what shall we do about it all? Mr. 
Osusky insists that we sell America’s sys- 
tem of capitalism and the American way 
of life. The Marshall Plan and the At- 
lantic pact are not enough. The author 
gives due consideration to the Korean sit- 
uation and Asia’s importance in the East- 
West struggle, but he warns us that 
America has no chance of victory “unless 
she wins over the hearts and minds of the 
European peoples.” ,

This Government, the 
AFL maintained, should do all in 
its power to persuade other gov- 
ernments to cease recognizing the 
Chinese Communists. 

In a speech at a testimonial 
dinner to Charles J. McGowan, 
head of the Boilermakers’ Union, 
who is to represent the AFL at 
the annual convention of the 
British Trades Union Congress, 
William Green, president of the 
AFL, sharply criticized Great 
Britain for sending suppli¢s to 
Communist China. _ 

“I know that Mr. MacGowan 
will convey to our British friends 
and co-workers with tact but 
forcefulness,” Green ‘said, “that 
we in America regard trading 
with the enemy as suicidal short- 
sightedness and a betrayal of the 
American and British boys in uni- 
form who are fighting the forces 
of Red China in Korea. 

“The official admissions _ that 
Britain has sent large quantities 
of rubber and other vital war ma- 
terial to the Communist regime 
in China have shocked the Amer- 
ican people. I am confident that 
when Mr. MacGowan explains our 
point of view to our British col- 
leagues they will support us and 
bring to a halt this unjustifiable 
traffic with the enemy.”

Of the 18 classes of creditors 
and security holders entitled to 
vote, 10 approved, four rejected 
and four failed to vote on the 
plan. The plan wipes out all the 
old common stock and fixes capi- 
talization wf the successor com- 
pany at about $612,000,000. 

The result means that a deci- 
a on whether the plan is to be 

into operation rests with 
Pnited States District Judge 
George H. Moore in whose court 
the reorganization proceedings 
have been pending since 1933. 
Judge Moore approved the plan 
earlier and ordered it submitted 
to a vote of the creditors. 


Provisions of Law. 

Had a two-thirds majority of all 
security holders voting in each 
class approved the plan, Judge 
Moore would have been required 
by Section 77 of the Bankruptcy 
Act to put the plan in operation 
forthwith. However, where a ma- 
jority voting in any particular 


class rejects the plan, the Court 


is empowered, nevertheless, to 
put the plan in operation, if it 
finds that those disapproving will | 


receive fair and equitable treat-" 


ment. 

An appeal to higher courts 
from such a ruling could be taken 
by the dissenting security holders. 

Disclosure of the vote was sfe- 
flected in renewed activity of 
the company’s securities on the 
New York Stock Exchange today. 
The preferred, most active stock 
in today’s trading, closed at $5.75 
a share below the previous close 
on a turnover of 23,800 shares.

AS SOME OF YOU may know, I have lately 
been curdling Sabbath evenings as mistress of 
ceremonies of “The Big Show” on NBC. It was on 
the night of April 8, 1951, that Mr. Crosby crashed 
into the program, dressed to the nines, his hair on 
fire, to banter words with the likes of Fred Allen, 
Rudy Vallee, Jimmy Durante and Vivian Blaine, 
to say nothing of this guest whatyumacallit.

He interrupted Fred 
Allen to say that he was a messenger from the 
Newspaper Guild, come to pin a Page-One Award 
on me “for putting new life into radio,” six words 
which he delivered with both eloquence and con- 
viction. When the ovation from the audience was 
stilled I bussed Mr. Crosby on the brow (a salute 
which, since radio is vocal rather than visual, was 
unseen by an audience conservatively estimated at 
30,000,000, not counting Bette Davis). Then I 
cleared up his identify to Fred and Jimmy, both 
of whom thought that he was Bing Crosby’s son.

I MUST SAY that, given his head, Crosby took 
the. bit in his mouth, lived up to all the best 
traditions of my craft. He stole two laughs from 
Durante, stepped on Allen’s lines and in a spasm 
of candor named his qualifications as a critic: “A 
college education, a typewriter and a gall bladder 
condition.” When I suggested that’ his appearance 
on “The. Big Show” might enlighten him on the 
more subtle arcana of the medium, thus enable 
him to more intelligently judge “The Big Show,” 
he acted like that Spartan lad who warmed a starv- 
ing wolf under his jacket only to have the un- 
grateful cub eat out his innards. What do you 
think was the ingrate’s last quip?
